All services of the Society are established and carried out in a manner to sup- 
plement and extend and mot to duplicate or compete with the services of any 
other agency, public or private. The National Soctety is supported by the an- 
nual sale of Easter Seals. 
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For the summer months, from June 1 to September 1, 1918, the package 
library service of the library of the National Society for Crippled 
Children and Adults has been discontinued. The Bulletin on Current 
Literature will continue to be published, but the titles listed will 
not be available for loan. The loan service will be resumed September 1. 
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
